ed sheep. On the following morning 
one of the accused had told her that 
he hud found the bottle containing the 
poison in the vest packet of the de- ; 
ceased, This evidence Was practically | 
the same as given at the preliminary | 
trial. ‘ 

Medical testimony was given by Dr. 
Otway, of Spruce Grove, who viewed 
the body and made an examination | 
in connection with ‘Dr. Hall, and Dr. 
Braithwaite. 

An effort was made on the part of 
the defence to show that death was 
due to heart failure and that the de- 
ceased fad died while sitting ina 
chair in the kitehen after having come 
in from feeding the stock, Dr. Ot- 
way maintained that while the body, 
when exhtimed, was in some parti- 
culars in bad condition. it displayed 
every evidence that death had been 
caused by asphyxtation and that the 
marks on the neck and glands would 
indicate that there was a stoppage of 
the wind from external pressure, 

Mr. Charleson, on behalf of the 
prosecution. went into a long examin- | 
ation of the technical possibilities of 
death by strangulation and otherwise, 
but Dr, Otway was not to be shaken 
in his testimony. 

At the opening of+the court this 
morning further medical evidence will 
be taken in which Dr. Hall and Dr. 
Braithwaite will appearjas witnesses.

The Bulletin has hitherto ac- 
cepted advertising both from 
those who support and those who 
oppose the proposed liquor act, 
The position taken was that each 
party was entitled to fair oppor- 
tunity for placing their arguments 
before the public. In recent issues 
of the Bulletin, however, there | 
have appeared advertisements 
Which are not only unfair but ab- | 
solutely untrue in their statements 
regarding the terms and effect of 
the liquor act, and Which cannot 
he allowed to pass without explan- 


ation. One of these advertise- 
ments reads as follows: ‘*‘ Under 
‘the liquor act any veterinary 


‘surgeon can sell one gallon of 
‘‘whisky to a customer and is not 
‘‘required to make a report to the 
‘*government.’’ > (Clauses 18-20.) 
Clauses 18 to 20 do not contain 
any mention of or reference to. the 
privileges of a veterinary surgeon 
in regard to the sale of liquor. 
Sub-section 3° of section 32 con. 
tains the following provision :— 
“Any veterinary surgeon, law- 

“fully and regularly engaged in the 

“practise of his profession, and who 

“shall deem liquor necessary for| 

“the health of dumb animals may 

“have in his possession liquor for, 

‘such’ purpose, not exceeding one 

“gallon, '. 

That is to say a veterinary sur- 
geon may keep a gallon of liquor 
on hand out of which he may ad- 
minister to dumb animals, but he 
is prohibited from giving or sel- 
ling it to human beings under any 
consideration, The, reference to 
clauses in the act is evidently in- 
tended to give the appearance of 
fact to the statements made, trust- 
ing to the reader not taking the 
trouble to compare the wording 
of the advertisement with that of 
the act,

(Clause 55.) 
Clause 55 reads as follows :— 


‘b5. The fact of any person. not 
being a vender, keeping up any 
sign, writing, printing or other 


mark, in or near to his house or 
premises, or having such house fit- 
ted up with a bar or other place 
containing bottles. or casks display- 
ed so as to induce d reasonable betiet 
that liquor may be lawfully purenh- 
ased in such house or premises, or 
that liquor is sold or served therein, 
or that there is on such. premises 
more liquor than is reasonably re- 
juired for such person and his 
family, not exceeding one quart of 
spirits and two gallons: of malt 
liquor, shall be deemed prima facie 
evidence of the unlawful sale and 
keeping for sale and having and 
keeping of liquor by such person,” 


Quite clearly the clause does 
not relate even in the remotest 
degree to the right of a house- 
holder to have liquor in his pos- 
session for the use of himself, his 
houxchold or his friends,
